The address of Hon. Frank 
Oliver, Minister of the Interior, 
last night in the Lyric was lis- 
tened to by a large audience but 
while the Liberals were greatly 
pleased with the minister’s ad- 
dress many present were anxious 
to learn more of the break in the 
Liberal party at Red Deer.

ROOT ON RURAL DELIVERY 
OF MAIL. 

From the beginning of this 
campaign Geo. F. Root has stood 
for rural mail service for farmers, 
and on every platform, pointed 
out that in this province a very 
large per cent of the population 
could be served at small expense 
if the mail carriers from Stettler 
and other points were permitted 


to deliver mail to any boxes put 


up along their route. He in-~ 
stanced how this was being done 
from Didsbury to Sunnyslope and 


H}east by private subscription; 


also that the government had 
virtually established rural ‘de- 
livery in the north by instructing 


i|the driver who was sent with 


mail from Edmonton to Fort Mc- 
Pherson to deliver and receive 


| mail atevery house. 


Dr. Clark opposed Rural De- 
livery of mail. He said rural 
delivery was turned down in 
parliament because there were 580 
mapy common sense people there. 
The surplus was only $1,000,000. 
That would only establish 1000 


#| routes and each route would serve 


only 15 square miles and Alberta 
had 250,000 square miles. Be- 
sides we would not get any of it. 
It would go to Nova Scotia and 
the thickly settled provinces. 
It was really another issue of the 
East against the West and ‘the 
West voted against it of course. 
And now the doctor has to swal- 
low himself again and line up be- 
side Mr. Root for Postmaster 
General Lemieux has swiped 
Borden’s plank on postal reform 
in toto and is hastening to put it 
in practice. 


Postmaster General “Lemieux 
at the great Liberal demonstra- 
tion at Niagara Falls, said: 

“The Post Office Department 
has evolved a scheme of rural 
free delivery and collection from 
the present system of stage routes, 
whereby the rural population of 
the country may be able to re- 
ceive and post all ordinary mail 
matter at their doors, instead of 
having to drive from two to three 
miles to the nearest post office for 
that purpose. . 

I have, therefore, determined 
with the consent of my colleagues, 
to equip all existing mail routes 


ee 


in Canada with rural delivery 
boxes, under regulations to be 
published and enforced shortly. 
At the junction of every con- 
cession line with the main road 
the people will also be given the 
privilege of having boxes located 
for the receipt and collection of 
their mail, aa desired. 

The Department has made all 
arrangements for the carrying 
outof the scheme, and will at] 
once proceed to inaugurate it. 
This system of rural mai: delivery 
can be introduced at a cost which 
the vountry can afford to pay. It 
will evolve and expand gradually 
with the growth and development 
of Canada and at a ratio of cost 
that will not prove burdensome. 
It,is, on the whole, a great postal 
réform which will be hailed with 
delight by thefarmers of Canada.”’ 


The farmers would think more 
of Clark if he had stood for their 
interests because he was with 
them and understood their needs. 
His attitude showed he did not 
care arap for the wants of the 
farmers, but would make any 
kind of a speech to back up the 
party. Some politiciane change 
their principles as easily as their 
olothes. 


A writer in the Toronto Globe 
estimates the quantity of Alberta 
coal as forty-five billion tons.

And Other Forms of Land Grabbing which keep-the Genuine Settler 
Away from the Railway, and Makes Close Settlement Impossible. 


DARING COLD-BLOODED HOLD-UP. 


So Says the Liberal Organ—And so say the Suppressed Government Re- 
ports—Soon there will be No More Homesteads—Then Comes . 
: the Harvest of the Speculator. 


CONSERVATIVES STAND FOR THE SETTLER— 


IT IS TIME FOR A CHANGE. 


Travellers in the West have 
read of the rapid settlement of 
the country and expect to.find all 
the fertile lands along the line of 
railway,and especially near towns 
and villages, well occupied and 
largely cultivated. They are sur- 
prised and disappointed to see 
great stretches of accessible and 
apparently rich land lying vacant. 
The stranger is apt to conclude 
that something is the matter with 
this country since nobody goes 
to live in it. Theee unoccupied 
lands along the line of travel are 
the worst possible advertisement 
for the Western country. 


WHAT THE STRANGER CANNOT SEE. 


The stranger does not know of 
the settlere who are starting life 
in the more remote places,depriv- 
ed of the comforts and conven- 
ience which close settlement 
affords, and having long hauls 
for their supplies and produce. it 
is not from choice but from neces- 
sity that the Western pioneer 
travels through ten to fifty miles 
of largely unoccupied land to 
reach his home. He has settled 
in the back country because he 
could not get a homestead in the 
front. 

But how has it happened that 
the lands within easy access, 
supposed to be set aside for home- 
steading, are neither settled nor 
open for settlement? The law re- 
quires homesteaders to occupy 
and cultivate’ their land. Yet 
everybody can see that these 
lands are vacant, and settlers 
applying for them learn that they 
have already been taken or 
‘‘goripped.’’ 


A GREAT EVIL. 


The evil of ‘*fake-homestead- 
ing’ is one of the curses of the 
West, It has prevented settlement 
in-some of the best localities, and 
those nearest to the railway. It 
explains why the traveller,passing 
through ‘some sections of the 
country, sees only a vast expanse 
of prairie with no inhabitants, 
and falsely concludes that the 
region is not fit for settlement. 
It is the reason why thousands of 
farmers are living without the 
comforts and conveniences that 
they should enjoy. 

No one can describe the con- 
dition more'truly than was done 
by.the Manitoba Free Press on 
the 8rd of March, 1906. Discuss- 
ing blanketing homesteads that 
Liberal journal said: 


A COLD-BLOODED HOLD-UP. 


‘The ‘Free Press’ had reason 
“to believe that this fraud is being 
‘‘practised on a large scale. In 
“some districts the homestead 
‘ands are all tied up in this way. 
‘“‘No doubt the officials records in 
“the land offices show that each 
‘of these quarter sections has 
“been duly entered for in the 
“name of some individual and 
‘“‘the conditions fixed by’ the Act 
“complied with. Superficially the 
‘“ecord is probably quite correct, 
“but.behind the forms of laws, a 
“daring, cold-blooded hold-up 
“and swindle is being perpet- 
rated.” > akg 

The same paper published a 
statement from Mr. Richard 
Waugh that: 

“There are districts in which 
“every homestead of any real 
“value is blanketed with names, 
“many of them fictitious, a prac- 
‘tice which necessarily drives the 
“bona fide settlers a long distance 
“from railroads, or makes him 
“turn away with disgust.” 


EXPLAINED IN PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Commons 
Messrs. Lake, McCarthy and 
Herron, speaking in the Session 
of 1906, in the interest of the bona 
fide settler, showed the extent of 
this injustive. Mr. Ames, M.P., 
who has studied conditions in the 
West, also reproduced evidence. 
Mention was made of eight per- 
sons holding homestead lands in 
one village without becoming 
settlers. One had held a quarter 
section four years and never been 
near it. But he was.a good sup- 
porter of the Government and 
held it in spite of applications 
of bona fide settlers. Govern- 
ment officials were holding home- 
steads for their sons who never 
lived-on them. Settlers equipped 
for farming have been refused a 
chance even to buy land which 
thas afterwards been sold to spec- 
ulators. Politicians, officiale, and 
‘speculators are able to pick up 
homestead reserves which are re- 
fused to genuine farmers. These 
facts are well known throughout 
the West, but were not so well 
understood elsewhere until they 
‘were thus brought to the attention 


of Parliament. 


A SUPPRESSED REPORT. 


The Government cannot plead 
ignorance of this state of affairs. 
There are some officers of the 
Interior Department who have 
reported to their chief in ‘plain 
terms, Here is what the Govern- 
ment land agent at Battleford 
wrote to the Commissioner of 
Lands in July, 1905. 

‘‘There is no doubt that a con- 
‘“‘siderable proportion of, the 
‘homestead entries made two or 
“three years ago were made by 
“speculators, and a number of 
“those entries are atill being held 
“‘by persons who are yet to make 
“an appearance. Neighbors are 
“complaining bitterly of this, as 
‘tan obstacle in the formation of 
“school districts and impeding 
‘‘gottlement as a whole. Many 
“land seekers do not care to 
‘‘yo through the process of can- 
“celling an entry with the neces- 
“sary delay attending the same. 
‘In the interest of settlement I 
“would suggest that steps be 
“taken to throw open, a8 s00n as 
‘possible, all lande so _ held, 
“making some available for actual 
settlers.” 


HOW IT CAME TO LIGHT. 


This is plain language. But 
there is a story connected with it 
which shows that the authorities 
at Ottawa were anxious not to 
have the facts known. Reports of 
the land ‘agents are printed in the 
departmental blue book. But this 
particular passage of this partic- 
ular report was carved out, and 
the remainder was printed with- 
out any ‘sign of omission. The 
deliberate multilation was dis- 
covered when, after a hard 
struggle, Mr. Ames dbtained the 
original documents and was able 
to confront the Minister with the 
report of his own officer, of which 
the above damaging part had 
been suppressed. 


2,315,360 ACRES OF 
UNOCCUPIED HOMESTEADS. 


Interior Department reports for 
1905 teil of homestead entries 
which have been standing from 
six to twenty years and never 
perfected. Mr. Ames has shown 
by the reoord that in 1905 nearly 
15,000 entries of more than three 
years standing were neither per- 
fected nor cancelled. Here is the 
proof: 

‘‘Prior to the 30th of June,1902, 
‘‘there had been recorded in the 
‘department 108,409 homestead 
‘‘entries. In the ordinary course 
‘of events by July 1, 1905, all of 
‘these entries would have been 
‘patented or would have been 
“cancelled. But the number of 
‘‘patents issued to homesteaders 
“up to 30th June, 1905, was 
‘49,455. Thua there remain to be 
“accountéd for 58,954 entries. 
“But the cancellations must be 
‘deducted from that. We find 
“that the total number of can- 
‘“cellations of entries prior to June 
“630, 1902, was 33,053, that in the 
“year 1003 there was 4,756 can- 


‘““more were cancelled and that 
‘during 1905, 2,106 were cancell- 
‘ted. Thus at the end of the three 
‘“‘vears, out of these 108,409 
‘tentries, there have been 49,455 
‘patents granted and 44,213 oan- 
“gellations made. That leaves a 
“residue of 14,471 or nearly 
615,000 entries unaccounted for. 


HOMESTEADS CONTROLLED BY 
LAND SPECULATORS. 


Of the 2,315,360 acres, so held, 
without actual settlement, a large 
quantity stands in the name of 
speculators and others living in 
distant towns, and simply hold- 
ing these lands for sale at a high 
price. Large quantities of these 
very homesteads are now offered 
by land agents in connection with 
other properties they have to sell. 
This is what the Liberal Free 
Press calls ‘‘Shogging’’ land that 
belongs to the settler. 


SCRIP LANDS TOO. 


Besides these homestead ‘lands 
go improperly held there are hune 
dreds of thousands of acres of 
scrip lands, which have been 
secured inthe best areas along 
the line of railway, and are held 
for‘the unearned profit. Much of 
the scrip was given to half breeds 
not living in the country and was 
turned over to speculators at a 
fraction of its face value, so that 
the lands acquired cost a mere 
trifle. Sorip lands are often held 
in the middle of settled townships, 
keeping the settlers apart,making 
it impossible to establish schools 
and increasing the loneliness of 
the ‘Western farmer life. 

How long is this condition of

1907 and 1908 Mr. McCarthy, Mr. 
Lake and Mr. Herron, with Dr.

Staples, Conservative members 
from Manitoba, and the strong 
support of the Opposition Leader 
and his party, have been strug- 
gling to obtain for the genuine 
settler the available farm Janda, 
and to prevent the speculator 
from blanketing the country, and 
capturing and holding vacant the 
best farm lands for future un- 
earned profits. As a result of 
their campaign a. departmental 
inveatigation was held in four 
land districts and in these alone 
during the fiscal years 1908 and 
1907 more than 1,700 cases were 
found where the officers reportec 
that the lands were held contrary 
to law. 


TIME FOR A CHANGE. 


It is the policy of the Liberal- 
Conservative party, set forth in 
the declaration of Mr. Borden, a 
leader who means what he says, 
affirmed in resolutions brought 
before Parliament, and supported 
by all possible efforts and argu- 
ment in the House of Commons 
and elsewhere, that farm lands in 
the West shall be for the settler 
in the West. The speculator, the 
blanketer, the fake homesteader, 
and other land grabbers have had 
their day. It is time for a change. 


What is the-Matter

It is pretty difficult to under- 
stand the Hon. Mr. Oliver when 
he comes before the puolic and 
makes statements which he must 
know and which he must know 
the public know are not in accord- 
ance with the facts.

ELECTION A 
HAND. 


Conservatives Ready. 


MINISTER BORROWS THE 
BORDEN PLATFORM. 


The government brings on the 
elections a week earlier than its 
friends or opponents expected. 
Matters are not going well, and it 
has been decided to get the thing 
over before the case gets much 
worse. Sir Wilfrid is engaging in 
a hysterical tour of Ontario,where 
those who still support him are 
expected to gather in large crowds 
and makea good deal of noise, 
concealiug as far as possible the 
defectionsin the party and the 
government loss of influence ard 
respect, Sir Wilfrid’s opening 
Ontario speech, like that at Sorel, 
is altogether barren of fresh 
ideas. Partly it is self-glorifi- 
cation, partly defence and apol- 
ogy; but whether he praises him- 
self or defends and excuses his 
government, the Premier skilfully 
avoids detail. He trurted himself 
to make a financial statement 


when he admitted that his own]. 


estimate made in 1904 of the cost 
of the Transcontinental to the 
people was too low. Sir Wilfrid 
says now that his old estimate was 
$30,000,000, and admits that the 
burden will be larger. As a 
matter of fact, it was not $30,000, - 
000, but $13,000,000 that Sir Wil- 
frid formerly gave as the cost of 
the road. What‘he then said was: 
‘‘The sum total of the money to 
‘*be paid by the government for 
‘the construction of the line from 


‘*Moncton to the Pacific will be 


‘tin the neighborhood of $12,000,- 
*000 or $13,000,000, and not one 
cent more.’’ (Hansard 1908, page 
7691.) The Premier thinks now 
that he formerly made it $30,000,- 
000, and this gives a fair idea of 
the value of any statement in de- 
tail which he may make. 


CONSERVATIVE PROSPECTS. 


The Conservative party is in 
very good shape for the election. 
It has practically all its candi- 
dates in the field in the Maritime 
provinces, Ontario and the West. 
More than two thirds of the Que- 
bec constituencies have their 
nominations made. Itis not usual 
for an opposition to be in this 
position before the writs are 
issued. Not more than five of the 
Conservative members in the late 
House are retiring from the field, 
and these are withdrawing entire- 
ly for private reasons. On the 
other hand a considerable number 
of late Liberal members have 
obtained or expect to get office, 
and some twenty others have 
withdrawn or been retired by 
their party. Half the government 
delegation of 14 from British 
Columbia and Manitoba are 
escaping before the battle begins. 
They foresee what is to happen 
in these provinces. 


ONTARIO PROSPECTS. 


In Ontario, as one of the pro- 
vincial ministers has stated, the 
line of battle will be identical 
with that of the local contest a 
few months ago, and the results 
will probably be about the. same. 
In that case the government will 
carry avout sixteen seats out of 
eighty-six. This means a loss of 
some 20 seats which the party 
carried in 1904, whan it had the 
assistance of the Ross govern- 
ment, but which the federal and 
provincial Liberals were not able 


tion. 
NEW BRUNSWICK LIBERALS. 


The New Brunswick situation 
is the same. In 1904 the provin- 
cial and local government, work- 
ing together, carried seven seats 
out of thirteen. Three of these 
constituencies were lost by the 
two parties again fighting to- 
gether last March. Now with the 
local government in harmony 
with the Conservative party it is 
expected that these will be held 
and others captured. In each of 
the three constituencies captured, 
the Conservative candidate is one 
of the successful provincial ticket, 
and each will hold the vote he got 
in March. 


MR. BORDEN’S PROVINCIAL ALLIES. 


Already the government and 
its organs are complaining of the 
interference of provincial minis- 
tera. Ifthey expected Premiers 
Whitney, Roblin, MoBride and 
Hazen to keep their hands off a 
government which has done its 
best to destroy them in the past 
and would do the same in the 
future could it remain in office, 
they should have known better. 
It is true that many Conservatives 
have tried to keep federal and 
provincial issues separate, but 
wnen Sir Wilfrid hag made his 
government the active enemy of 
provincial ministries, he cannot 
expect these to remain neutral in 
his fights. Sir Wilfrid himself 
reached power through the active 
assistance given him by local 
ministries. If he loses office the 
same way it will only be justice. 
At least he finds on Mr. Borden’s 
platform leaders or represent- 
atives of four successful and 
popular governments, and is 
reckoning with forces’ which he 
never met before. 


\ 


SUDDEN CHANGE OF PROGRAMME. | ' 


Having declared at Sorel’ that 
he would go.to the country with 
the administration as it then 
stood, Sir Wilfrid proceeded to 
Ottawa and at once made'xa 
change. Hon. Mr.Scott,Secretary 
of State disappears. His place is 
taken by one Mr.Charles Murphy, 
an Ottawa lawyer, not known far 
away from his own town. The 
Premier could not consider’ that 
this chagge would make his gov- 
ernment stronger, since Mr. 
Murphy has never been in Par- 
liament or in any legislative or 
municipal body, and is not 
accused of any knowlege of pub- 
lic affaire. But the venerable 
Secretary of State desired the 
appointment of his son to the 
Railway Commission,with ssalary 
of $9,000, and was more than 
ready to give up his own office in 
that behalf, the more so as his 
experienced judgment taught him 
that he would lose it anyway 
after the elections. Sir Wilfrid 
would have parted with Sir 
Richard Cartwright on similar 
terms, but it is pointed out that 
this minister was more fortunate 
than Mr. Scott, and had already 
obtained offices for all his rel- 
atives. 


BORROWING MR. BORDEN’S 
PLATFORM. 


Mr. Borden easily makes good 
his statement that the govern- 
ment hasin one year used more 
of the Conservative platform than 
it has adopted of the Liberal plat- 
form in twelve years. 


* The Halifax platform demand- 
ed civil service reform, with ap- 
pointments and promotion by a 
commission after examinations. 
The government has taken part 
of this, but hae kept for political 
patronage all the appointments 
in the outside service and all pro- 
motions inside and outside. 

The Conservative platform de- 
manded strict legislation against 
corruption and fraud in elections, 
and the Conservatives introduced 
a bill for this purpose. The gov- 
ernment followed with a measure 
going half way in the same direo- 
tion. : 

The Conservative platform call- 
ed for the extension of the Rail- 
way Commission to give authcrity 
over corporations with national 
franchises. The government took 
part of this programme, and gave 
the Commission authority over 
telegraphs and telephones. 

The Conservative platform de- 
clared for free rural mail delivery 
and the Postmaster-General is 
now going about the country pro- 
mising to establish such a system. 


CONDEMNED BEFORE SWALLOWING. 


In some of these cases the gov- 
ernment strongly resisted before 
accepting. For instance,the Post- 
master General utterly condemned 
the free mail delivery policy. It 
was supported by J.E.Armstrong 
of Lambton, in an able speech 
February 15th, 1907, showing 
that the system had been a great 
success fn the United States. Mr. 
Lemieux disputed this. He de- 
clared that the system in the 
United States had failed, and had 
involved’ the department in a 
great deficit. The most Mr. Lem- 
1eux would do was to say ‘‘when 
we reach a population of 20,000, - 
000, if I am still Postmaster Gen- 
eral, I can promise free rural mail 
delivery.”’ (Hansard,page 3153.) 
April 18th, 1907, when Mr. Arm- 
strong pressed again the ques- 
tion, Mr. Lemieux again declared 
that the system ‘‘was a great de- 
ficit producer,’’ and that in the 
United States the department was 
considering its restriction rather 
than the expansion. ‘For the 
present,’ declared the minister, 
‘‘we cannot give this country a 
free rural delivery’’ (page 3150.) 
Sir William Muloch as Postmaster 
General had taken the same pos- 
ition. He spoke of the rural del- 
ivery system as ‘‘this monster 
which has been raised up,’’ and 
predicted that the scheme would 
cost $20,000,000 to $25,000,000 a 
year. So late as November, 1907, 
the project was attacked by Mr. 
Fisher, Minister of Agriculture, 
who declared that it was ‘‘an 
impossible policy, for it would 
involve us in financial disaster 
from a post office point of view.” 
Mr. Fisher was then denouncing 
the Halifax platform. Yet it 
happened that he was present 
ten months afterwards when Mr. 
Lemieux announced himself a 
convert to the Halifax platform 
idea, which both of them had so 
recently and violently condemned 
and ridiculed, 


IT IS CONSERVATIVE POLICY. 


The Halifax platform demands 
“the improvement of existing 
‘postal facilities, especially in 
‘*newly developed portions of the 
‘‘gountry, and the inauguration, 
‘after proper inquiry as to cost, 
“of asystem of free rural mail 
“‘delivery.’? On the 9th of De- 
cember, 1907, Mr. Armstrong 
moved a resolution in favour of 
the system of rural free mail de- 
livery such as had been estab- 
lished in other countries. That 
motion was voted down by a 
straight party division, every 
Liberal in the House opposing it. 
Nine months after this the Post- 
master General is going through 
the land asking for support on 
the ground that he proposes to 
do the very thing which he re- 
sisted as long as he could, 


MADE. IT RIGHT. 7 


Yet It Was Not Easy For tho Salesman 
to Grasp the Boss’ Scheme. 

In one of the suburbs of London 
there is a wholesale firm the senior 
member of which may be known as 
Mr. Blank. The firm has two traveling 
salesmmen—a single man, receiving 30 
shillings per week, and the other a 
married man, drawing £2 per week. 

A short time ago the single man, be- 
Ing in the shop and looking over mat- 
ters, discovered that the married sales- 
man was receiving 10 shillings per 
week more salary than himself, while 
he (the single man) was selling more 
goods. He called Mr. Blank’s atten- 
tion to this and suggested that, as he 
was selling more than the other fel- 
low, be should at least receive as much 
pay. 

The senior partner acknowledged the 
apparent inconsistency and assured his 
man that he would look {into it and ff 
the statement were correct he would 
make matters right. 

Another week rolled by, and when 
the single man came to draw his sal- 
ary from the bookkeeper he was sur- 
prised to find only 80 shillings passed 
out to him the same as before. He de- 
murred. The bookkeeper insisted he 
had received no {fnstructions to raise 
his pay and referred him to the gov- 
ernor. Approaching Mr. Blank, he 
said: 

“You remember, sir, I spoke to you 
last week about my salary, stating 
that, while I was selling more goods 
than the other traveler, I was receiv- 
ing less pay, and I thought I should 
receive as much as he did. You assur- 
ed me you would look into it and make 
matters right.” 

“Yes,” said Mr. Blank, “I remember 
your mentioning the matter, and I 
made it right, didn’t 1?” 

“Why, no; I don't see how you have, 
as the bookkeeper has just paid me 
the same amount as before. I can’t see 
how that is making {t right, sir.” 

“You don’t understand,” said the 
senior partner. “I have made it right. 
You thought you ought to have as 
much pay as the other man, and 1 
have made it right by cutting the other 
fellow's pay down.”—London Tit-Bits.

Mammoth Liberal Rally 
at Hillsdown. 


Through the able and untiring de- 
votionof the President, Vice-president, 
Postmaster and enumerator of the 
Hillsdown Liberal association, to ad- 
vertise the Liberal meeting of Sept. 
22nd, '08, at the Valley Centre school- 
house, the building was beautifully 
decorated with candles, which might 
have come from Italy. 

The meeting was called to order by 
escorting Mr. William O'Connor to the 
chair, who very ably thanked the 
audience for the honor conferred upon 
him, and stated the object of the 
meeting as follows: ‘I suppose you 
know we're going to have a meeting 
here ,to-night.” He left his large 
audiefice wondering why the Presi- 
dent of the Hillsdown Liberal associ- 
ation did not occupy the chair, and it 
was greatly feared by the Conserv- 
atives thatthe said president’s nerves 
had sustained a shock fram the bittle 
that he had with the deputy returning 
officer over government spoils. But 
their anxiety was presently relieved, 
when the said president of the Hills- 
down club arrived with the speakers 
without any visible marks inflicted by 
his Liberal brother. 

The meeting was addressed by J. 
Carlyle Moore, B.A., J.D., and R. W. 
Grieve, who very ably discussed the 
building of the C.P.R. by exhibiting 
un old map advertising C.P.R. lands 
for sale. ey did not tell their aud- 
ience that the Liberals proposed in 
the House of Commons to give 50,000,- 
000 actes and $12,500,000 for the build- 
ing of the C.P.R. transcontinental 
railrowd, but the Conscervatives would 
not agree, and only gave 25,000,000 
acres and $25,000,000 for the said rail- 
road, thereby saving 25,000,000 acres 
and in lieu thereof paid $12,500,000 
more, which was equivalent to 50c. an 
acre. The lowest price the C.P.R. has 
ever sold the land for was $3 per acre. 
25,000,000 acres would sell for $75,000- 
000, thereby saving $65,500,000. 

Mr. Moore also dwelt on the desir- 
able immigrants the Liberals brought 
in. He also stated that the Conserv- 
atives had offered $10 per head and 
failed to pet immigrants, which only 
cost the Liberals $3 or $4 and they got 
their money back by the settlers filin 
on the homesteads, which his intelli- 
gent hearers took with a grain of salt. 

The honorable speaker did not give 
us the amount of homesteads filed 
upon, or tell us anything about the 
oukhobour pilgrimage and_ street 
exhibits, but no doubt from a Liberal 
standpoint, they are very desirable. 

Mr. Grieve spoke on the beauty and 
necessity of perfumery, which was 
very much appreciated by the Lib- 
erals, whom by actual count compris- 
ed the exceedingly large number of 
six, and two ladies.
